at the bar. 

“Sorry, to differ with our Mr. 
Tennyson,” said one, ‘“‘but let 
there be great mourning at the 
bar when_I put out to sea.” 

On Thursday Sir Anthony spoke 
to the House and Senate and in 
both speeches gave great em- 
phasis to what he called the best 
spirit of unity between the two 
countries he had ever known. 
This emphasis on unity was re- 
peated in concluding remarks fol- 
lowing both speeches. The British 
Prime Minister departed from his 
text in order to do so. British 
newspapermen said that he did so 
because of the “paltry attain- 
ments” in the conferences be- 
tween him and the President. 

The general opinion is that 
the talks were a failure insofar 
as agreement was concerned. 
Quite obviously there was _a 
meeting of minds only in the 
inescapable fact that if we do 
not hang together we jolly well 
will hang separately. The gloom 
of the British press reflected 
off-the-record briefing from 
their representatives. 

There will be future meetings, 
with the French included. 


Generality 


The communique was heavy 
with profundity and generality. 
But he who reads it closely will 
see that the decision to ask the 
French to meet and discuss the 
explosive Arab issue is the only 
concrete advance. 

Also behind’ the scenes is a 
growing bitterness on the part 
of the Democrats.

Some Britishe newsmen said 
this fact had been a disappoint- 
ment to Sir Anthony. He had 
hoped for a full participation by 
the Democrats, especially Sen.

Appeasement 


Dulles moved too far in appeas- 
ing the Arabs and.now is trapped. 
The Arab nations took all he of- 
fered, but made not a single con- 
cession in repayment. We have 
damaged the only friend we had 
—the nation of Israel, and have 
been rebuked and denounced by 
the Arab League. 

It will be good to have France 
brought into future talks, but un- 
less we are very skillful we will 
again fall into the trap of seeming 
to support and sustain British and 
French colonialism. So long as the 
British and Americans are not 
united in policy in the explosive 
Middle East, the Arab League 
and the Russians will be the bene- 
ficiaries. The small nations, see- 
ing the two great powers divided 
in attitudes and positions, will be 
less encouraged to follow the 
leadership of either. 

The Republicans, already wor- 
ried about the elections of the 
coming autumn, almost certainly 
backed away from any decision 
or agreement on the major is- 
sues. This means that until the 
elections are held there will be a 
policy of drift and inaction. We 
will hope for the best. 

The talks were not quite a fail- 
ure. But they were far short of a 
success.

Despite a $43,000 Legislative Study, 


Economy Measures Get Silent Treatment 


. The Griffin administration and this 
General Assembly will have the distinc- 
tion of having appropriated and spent 
more money than any others in Georgia 
history. 

Elected on a platform of economy 
with no tax increases; the present. ad- 
ministration did raise taxes at a special 
legislative session within six months 
after taking office. At that tax-raising 
session, it sought to pacify the voters and 
taxpayers by approving a Legislative 
Economy Committee to make recommen- 
dations to the Assembly now in session. 


The committee did an exhaustive job 
over a period of six months—a job that 
cost taxpayers about $43,000, It came up 
with recommendations that were esti- 
mated to save the state $5,000,000. Dozens 
of bills were introduced to carry them 
out. 


With only two weeks of the session 
left, the Assembly has passed none of the 
major economy bills. 

It has rebuffed measures that would 
have consolidated departments. 

The proposal to require more local par- 
ticipation in school financing is bottled up 
in committee. 

The recommendation to save $1,000,- 
000 or so in school transportation has yet 
to see the light of day.

Georgia's Court Rules 
On the Law as Written 


Georgia's chances of attracting, much 
less detaining, more southbound tourists 
via a new short route to Florida have 
received a setback at the hands of the 
courts. 


In a January..decision the State Su- 
preme Court riled that a contract be- 
tween the highway department and the 


Ocean Highway and Port Authority of 
Fernandina was illegal. Under the out- 
lawed contract, the Florida authority 


would have built a toll road along the 
edge of the marshes from Brunswick to 
Fernandina via St. Mary’s, shortening the 
journey to main Florida points by 
than 20 miles. It would have opened up 
many miles of beautiful and undeveloped

waterfront land. Possibly it could have 
been the salvation of Jekyll Island by di- 
verting the main stream of tourists prac- 
tically past its entrance. 

The most interesting facet of the 
court’s decision was the apparent regret 


at rendering it. In the 
Justice Duckworth said: 

“We pause here to state—that the 
toll road here sought to be established is 
sorely needed in the area where it was 
to be located; and that if it was estab- 
lished it would serve a most useful pur- 
pose.” 

This road is necessary for further de- 
velopment of Georgia's coastal resort area, 
and perhaps some legislative action 
will make it possible yet. In the mean- 
while it is reassuring to have a court 
that interprets the law as it is written 
and not as it wishes it had been written.

Denmark Groover raised a valid point during the hear- 


ing of the House State of Republic Committee last week when he ques- 
tioned Harvey Walters, secretary-manager of the Georgia Press Assn., 


as to Whether Mr. Walters spoke 


for himself, or whether he was au- 


thorized to speak for all 200-plus members of the press group. 


The question came during dis- 
cussion pro and con on the pro- 
posed new libel law affecting larg- 
er daily newspapers in the state. 

Mr. Walters partially answered 
the inquiry and later Quimby Mel- 
ton Jr., president of the GPA and 
editor of the Griffin Daily News, 
answered it more fully, assuring 
the committee that the entire press 
association was opposed to the bill 
and that to verify that fact a 
meeting of the board of managers 
was being called this week to 
adopt a formal resolution. 

During legislative hearings such 
as this, any member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, whether a com- 
mitteeman actually conducting the 
hearing or merely an observer, is 
permitted to quiz private citizens 
as frequently and in as much de- 
tail as the solons may choose. 

Private citizens are not permit- 
ted to quiz the legislators during 
the hearings. But there is nothing 
to keep citizens from asking ques- 
tions outside hearings. 


Thus, the Telegraph poses these 
questions for Mr. Groover and for 
legislators supporting the  anti- 
press bill:

Dr. Lovvorn is both a medical doctor and an ordained min- 
ister. He was treasurer of the building committee of Bowdon 
College and chairman of the board of trustees until the college 
became a part of the University System. He was one of the 
original stockholders and a director of the Bowdon Railroad. 
He served his home town as mayor for two terms, starting the 
first light plant and waterworks system there and beginning 
street improvement. 

He has been connected with the bank, the oil mill, and 
owned and operated a sash and door plant, from which, it is 
said, any church in the community could get windows free 
when they were needed for new building or repair work. 


How he has had time for a couple of professions and two or 
three businesses is something nobody can explain. He grew up 
in a day when there seemed to be more time. He received his 
education at Bowdon College, Mercer and Augusta Medical col- 
lege where he was graduated in 1889 summa cum laude. He be- 
gan practice as a horseback doctor at Wedowee, Ala., carrying 
his medicines in saddlebags. 


The years have slowed him up, but Dr. Lovvorn must get 
untold satisfaction from his accomplishments. 

Our Bowdon correspondent, Mrs. Henry M. Bird, asked the 
venerable doctor about some of his memories and he recalled 
the day wires were strung from Bowdon to Carrollton for the 
town's first telephone. 


“‘He received the first call made to Bowdon,”’ Mrs. Bird re- 
ported. But did he remember who the call was from? 

The old doctor's eyes, still sharp and bright, twinkled mis- 
chievously. 

It was from a lady. That's as much as he would say. 


*“‘While Dr..Lovvorn’s long life has been colorful, and filled, 
pressed down and running over, with varied experiences,’’ said 
Mrs. Bird, ‘‘he has squandered no part of it. Whatever he has 
done has been done with an eye single to the betterment of 
mankind and the glory of God.

Soap, Food, Sun Chase Pimples, 
Let the Real You Shine Through 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Skin blemishes of some sort plague close to 
80 per cent of you teen-agers. If acne is your 
besetting trouble, take a healthy approach to 
the problem. Realize that acne is a self-limited 
condition. That is, after a certain period, it grad- 
ually disappears in most cases. 

In the meantime, you can help yourself by 
keeping your skin hygienically ,clean. In fact, 
thoroughly cleansing your face with soap and 
water probably does more than any other one 
thing to improve the condition. 

It's important to avoid soaps with a high 
fat content. Dermatologists recommend soaps 
containing hexachlorophene, an antiseptic in- 
gredient found in the deodorant type soaps. 

At night lather your face well, gently mas- 
saging the soap in with your fingertips. Then 
rinse off all traces of soap. Do a thorough job 
of rinsing; that’s important too. Finish by 
splashing cold water over your face. 

It's an excellent plan to wash away the grime 
of the day when you come home from school. 
All grease, dirt and cosmetics should be re- 
moved at least twice daily. 


WATCH WORD “CLEAN” 

Let that word “clean’’ apply to everything 
that touches your face. Use a clean handker- 
chief, a clean powder puff and compact pad. 
You girls should try to avoid powdering over 
old make-up. Keep your hair and scalp clean, 
too, for skin troubles can start there. Don’t rub 
your hands on your face, and don’t pick at the 
pimples, ever. 


Oftentimes skin improves in the summer 


It is often necessary to’ eliminate certain 
foods from the diet. If your skin tends to break 
out, chocolate is the one food above all to avoid. 
That goes for chocolate in all forms—chocolate 
candy, cake, cookies, puddings, frosting, sauces, 
ice cream, hot chocolate and cocoa. 

Nuts, including peanuts and peanut butter, 
can aggravate the acne. Or soft drinks may be 
taboo for you. Take the healthy attitude, ‘‘any- 
thing for a clear skin,’’ and you won't want the 
foods that are trouble makers for you. Skin spe- 
cialists warn against taking iodine or bromide 
medications. 

FRUITS, VEGETABLES 

Eat plenty of fruits and vegetables, lean 
meats and whole grains. Drink three glasses of 
milk, but not chocolate milk. If the fat in the 
milk causes trouble, or boosts calories too high, 
switch to skim milk or buttermilk. Buttermilk is 
often surprisingly helpful in complexion trou- 
bles. The food pattern that banishes bulges can 
improve your skin too. 

Above all, be healthy-minded about your 
problem. If you dwell on it until everything 
seems wrong, it can get you down. 

Concentrate on your assets, let the real you 
shine through. Then it won't be long before 
someone will notice your wonderful smile and 
your friendly good humor. There need be no 
blemishes on your personality! And when you 
forget yourself and stop fussing, chances are 
your skin will improve too. |

Men, Goats 
Akin Under 
War Strain 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 


Hazards which may lead to an 
emotional ‘‘crackup”’ are substan- 
tially the same in men and ani- 
mals, Dr. Howard Liddell of Cor- 
nell University said here Thursday. 

Dr. Liddell, professor of psycho- 
biology and director of the Behav- 
jor Farm Laboaratory at Cornell, 
said men and animals behave in 
a similar manner because emotion- 
al stress has a “biological basis.” 

He said he has witness ‘‘emo- 
tional breakdown’’ in sheep akin 
to that in man. 


SHEEP AND GOATS 


In Atlanta for a series of ad- 
dresses sponsored by the Univer- 
sity Center of Georgia, Dr. Lid- 
dell described his research studies 
in Korea during the war. 

He said he found that the “‘sol- 
dier under prolonged combat con- 
ditions behave just as sheep and 
goats do when they are subjected 
to continuing stress.”’ 

Five ‘‘emotional hazards’’ that 
Dr. Liddell found are about the 
same in men and animals include: 
(1) loneliness, (2) monotony, (3) 
confusion, (4) self-imposed re- 
straints and (5) over-stimulation 
or ‘‘biting off more than you can 
chew.”’ 


ANIMAN MENTAL WARD 


Dr. Liddell said these hazards 
may lead to neuroses in people— 
or sheep. He explained that sheep 
and goats are subjected to the haz- 
ards at the Cornell Behavior Farm 
to show the biological basis of 
emotional] stress. 

He described the 119-acre Be- 
havior Farm as “the only mental 
hospital for animals in the world.”’ 

“We create the situation that 
leads to the neurotic condition and 
grade the intensity of the stress,’’ 
he said. ‘“Thus, we are laying “the 
groundwork for study of ways to 
stave off emotional upset.’’ 

Dr. Liddell said he is trying ‘‘to 
establish a biological basis for 
psychiatry.” 

MAN AN IDEALIST 


The Cornell psychobiologists de- 
scribed man as ‘‘both an animal— 
and an idealist.’’ He said although 
the symptoms of neurotic behavior 
in man and animal are closely 
similar, man’s thinking machinery 
is ‘“‘incredibly complicated.”’ 

Dr. Liddell spoke. at Georgia 
Tech Thursday afternoon under 
the sponsorship of the psychology 
department. He will be guest lec- 
turer at a meeting of the Georgia‘ 
Psychological Association at 8:15 
p.m.

Harmful Impressions 


Sue, 3, is the daughter of a 
genial farmer. 

“Dr. Crane, my husband takes 
Sue along with him w:erever he 
goes,”” his wife ‘~form ~ me.

He not only !ets 
her, see him do the milking and 
other chores, but he lets her 
stand and watch him butcher 
hogs or kill poultry. 

“Don’t you think it would be 
better to leave her in the house 
on such occasions?” 


EARLY IMPRESSIONS 


Yes, parents must realize that 
children can react to the visual 
and emotional effects of a scene, 
yet not be:fully able to under- 
stand its logical necessitv. 

Thus, a little girl or boy may 
see a farmer slug a steer in the 
head with a sledge hammer or 
stick a pig or chop off the head 
of a rooster or turkey gobbler. 

We adults realize that such 
deeds are necessary in order to 
maintain our meat supply. And 
the farmer is not wantonly cruel 
or hardhearted in his behavior. 

But a child of toddler age or 
even older witnesses the striking 
of the animal but lacks mental 
age to comprehend its logical 
purpose. 

So such a youngster may later 
strike dogs or cats or be cruel 
to chickens and, if reprimanded, 
may reply: 

“Well, Daddy does it.” 
1Q TESTS 

When Dr. Alfred Binet de 
veloped his famous tests for the 
intelligence of school children, 
he found that a normal 4year- 
old could copy a square but 
couldn’t copy a diamond. 

Even at 5 and 6, the normal 
child still couldn’t copy the dia- 
mond, for it requires 7-year 
mental age before the average 
youngster can draw a diamond, 
though he can reproduce a 
square at 4. 

“That's odd,’”” you may ex- 
claim. ‘‘There isn’t much differ- 
ence between a square and a 
diamond, Both have 4 sides. The 
diamond is just skewed or 
twisted a little off center.” 

But this ability to discern the 
difference between the diamond's 
acute versus its obtuse angles, is 
great enough to require 3 full 
years of extra mental growth 
before it can. be appreciated by 
a child. 

SEX QUERIES 

‘‘Mommie, where did I come 
from?’’ asks the normal toddler 
at about 3, for that’s when chil- 
dren grow interested in the origin 
of things. 

‘Out of Mother’s tummy,” the 
intelligent modern mother re- 
plies. 

“But isn't it dangerous to be 
so frank with children?’’ some 
older folks often ask me. ‘‘Sup- 
pose he then inquires how he got 
inside his mother and also how 
he got out?’’ 

But he doesn’t. Apparently, the 
situation is analogous to that of 
copying the square and the dia- 
mond. 

It requires more mental age 
to evolve the curiosity about how 
a child gets inside his mother’s

Staff of Life Far Sturdier 
Than Bread of 20 Years Ago 


By JEANNE HIGGINS

Today’s models of the staff of life are made of far sturdier stuff than they 
were 20 years ago. These are findings published by the Office of Information of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

And compared to bread in the mid ’30s, the loaves of white bread you buy now 
have four times as much thiamine, three times as much riboflavin and about twice 
as much calcium, iron and niacin, according to the American Institute of Baking. 


To stay at its best bread 
should be stored in the original 
wrapper, and the wrapper 
should be closed tightly after 
each use. The best method to 
prevent staling is to store bread 
in the home freezer or in the 
freezing compartment of the 
refrigerator. o 


The next best place for stor- 
ing bread is in a well-ventilated 


breadbox in a warm part of the 


kitchen, 

Frozen storage is okayed for 
meal-to-meal use as well as 
for several weeks or longer 
since slices of bread, when ex- 
posed to room temperature, 
thaw in a short time. They 
toast satisfactorily without 
thawing but require a slightly 
longer time. A loaf of bread re- 
quires three to four hours at 
room temperature for thawing. 


A NEW IDEA IN STEW FOR SATURD®? 


Bread that has lost its fresh- 
ness may be toasted, dipped in 
beaten egg and fried for French 
toast or cut thin and toasted 
slowly in the oven until crisp 
for Melba toast. It may be 
cubed for puddings, fondues, 
stuffings and for thickening 
vegetables or it may be cubed 
and toasted for serving with 
soups.

It's what you put on the potato that stays on the hips. So 
beware of butter and gravy if you are cramped by calories. 


But don’t snub the potato. 

There are plenty of potatoes 
on the market right now.

Mix Ruling 
Rushes To Join 


Interposition Front 


COLUMBIA, &. C., Feb. 2 (UP)— 
A resolution vowing that South 
Carolina will “exercise all powers 
reserved to ft’ to protect its sov- 
ereignty and rights of its citizens 
swept through the state Senate to- 
day. 

The Senate voted unanimously to 
give the protest resolution a rou- 
tine third, or passage, reading to- 
morrow after which it will be sent 
on to the House. The strongly 
worded measure condemned the 
“usurpation” of and ‘“‘encroach- 
ment” on the powers of the states 
by the U.S. Supreme Court when it 
ordered schools mixed racially. 

Thus South Carolina was the 
third Southern state to take up a 
formal protest of the Supreme 
Court action in line with a concert- 
ed program to “‘interpose’’ states’ 
rights in the burning controversy. 

Virginia has completed action on 
a resolution calling the high court 
action illegal and asking Congress 
to amend the Constitution to con- 
form with the ruling, an action 
that would require ratification by 
three-fourths of the states. 

Alabama has gone the furthest 
of any state, its Legislature flatly 
calling the integration ruling ‘‘null 
and void’’—and without the leader- 
ship of its governor, James E. (Big 
Jim) Folsom. Folsom let the veto 
resolution become a matter of rec- 
ord without his signature. 

In North Carolina, Gov. Luther 
Hodges said today a _ resolution 
would be presented to the next ses- 
sion of his Legislature to place the 
state side by side with others in 
the South to present a “united po- 
sition in protest.”’ 

Hodges did not use the word “‘in 
terposition’’ in his prepared an- 
nouncement but said later “‘if pro- 
test is interposition — that’s all 
right.” 

Mississippi and Georgia also are 
expected to act on resolutions of 
interposition of one form or anoth- 
er soon. Their governors met with 
those of Virginia and South Caro- 
lina at Richmond last week and 
agreed on a joint protest. 

The South Carolina resolution 
passed the Senate without debate 
but Sen. Marion Gressette, chair- 
man of a special segregation study 
which drafted the measure, ex- 
pressed hope it was the right 
course. 

“‘We .hope and pray,” he said, 
"that this sound document, calling 
upon all the people of the United 
States to stop, and take notice,’’ 
will bring back constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

From another Southern governor 
came warning against ‘‘defiance of 
constituted authority’’—an apparent 
reference to the interposition man- 
euvers. Gov. LeRoy Collins of Flor- 
ida promised to continue segregat- 
ed schools but refused to join “‘any 
effort to make political capital out 
of segregation.” 

‘Thus far, no integration has oc- 
curred in our state, and our lead- 
ership has been far more effective 
than has been the case in any other 
states in which a great deal more 
noise and confusion have been gen- 

erated,’’ Collins said.
